11 jHILE Washington Is silent re- 
'V garding the « cope of the hew 
offensive In the Pacific, the Im­ 
portant fact remains that we re­ 
tain the initiative and are on the 
move. 
Secretary of the Navy Knox sum­ 
med the thing up succinctly in his 
speech in Los Angeles yesterday 
when he said that power to decide 
where the next 
will b e struck 
in the Pacific “now rests with our 
side, and it will continue to rest 
with us for the duration.” 
We shall do well not to rush to 
the Immediate conclusion that the 
operations already carried out rep­ 
resent the b eginning of a wholesale 
offensive. 
However, it already appears to 
b e more than a minor operation. 
It looks as If we intend to do 
a 
hop-skip-and-jurap 
westward 
through the islands, and two log­ 
ical ob jectives, among numerous 
points which might b e occupied, 
are the b ig Jap b ases in New Brit­ 
ain and northeast New Guinea. 
The prospects are fascinating, 
and if things go well the drive 
might swell into a very b ig oper­ 
ation. 
MEAJil\’HILB 
British 
Premier 
Chuipchill’s statement that it’s 
prob ab le there “will b e heavy fight- 
Jmg in the Mediterranean and else­ 
where b efore the leaves of autumn 
fall” Invites us to the pleasurab le 
anticipation that the already fast- 
moving Allied war machine may 
hit hfgh-gear in the European thea­ 
ter goon. 
Mr. Churchill purposely leaves 
considerab le to the imagination. 
However, if his declaration that 
there will b e heavy fighting not 
only In the 
Mediterranean 
b ut 
"elsewhere” means elsewhere in 
Europe, then he may b e talking 
ab out a general onslaught on Hit­ 
ler; that Is, ihvasions from several 
directions. 
Should this mean invasion of 
western Europe it certainly would 
b e a happy answer for Russian 
Generalissimo Stalin, who Is plead­ 
ing for that second front right 
now, at what he regards as the op­ 
portune moment. 
Indications are 
that he, himself. Is all set for a 
violent b low at the Boche in con- 
junotlon with a major Anglo-Ameri­ 
can onslaught. 
OF COURSE the time element is 
a b ig factor. If a general offen­ 
sive against the all highest could b e 
got under way well b efore winter 
arrives to hamper fighting with 
b ad weather, there’s no telling how 
far the Allies might push the Nazi 
chief b y the end of the year. 
It 
might b e a very long way. 
In this connection the colorful 
British skipper tosses In our di­ 
rection the phrase “b efore the 
leaves of autumn fall”. 
Well, that gives us a fair amount 
of leeway for speculation. The ex­ 
perts tell ns that astronomically the 
autumn b egins Sept. 22 and ends 
ab out Dec. 21. However, the popu­ 
lar conception of fjie fall is rather 
different. 
In the United States we gener­ 
ally look on Septemb er, Octob er 
and Novemb er as autumn. But in 
England may people think of it in 
terms of August, Septemb er and 
Octob er. 
Your guess is as good as mine 
as to just what Churchill means 
b y "autumn”. 
Still, whatever period he has in 
mind, if America. Britain and Rus­ 
sia can hit Hitler from all sides 
b efore winter Is too close, it might 
give wonderful résulls. 


i i r E ARB assured that pending 
' V the arrival of autumn the An­ 
glo-American air navies will in­ 
crease their terrific b lasting of 
western Europe until “there is no 
industry or military target in Ger­ 
many that will not receive as we 
deem necessary the utmost appli­ 
cation of the exterminating force.” 
Every day that this hammering 
continues, de fuehrer’s knees sag 
so much the more. 
Into this general picture—-which 
the British prime minister certainly 
doesn’t view through dark glasses— 
fits perfectly his statement that 
June is “the b est month we ever 
have known in the war” for the de­ 
struction of enemy sub marines. 
The Allies are regaining the mas­ 
tery of the seas, and our ships are 
criss-crossing the oceans with the 
cargoes upon which the aerial of­ 
fensive and the coming land inx'as- 
ions depend. 
Thu s a s Hitler’s resources are 
b eing swallowed up in the del­ 
uge of b omb s, the Allied striklng- 
power is increasing b y leaps and 
b ounds. That comb ination of facts 
spells the victory which is now ab ­ 
solutely certain for the United Na­ 
tions. 
I don’t take Churchill’s state­ 
ment as meaning that xve must wait 
until autumn to witness heavy fight­ 
ing in the Mediterranean. As pre­ 
viously pointed out in this column, 
as things now stand we may get an 
Invasion of Scily and perhaps ‘Sar­ 
dinia at any time.

CCC two more years a prohib ition 
against

Mindful of warnings of the Presi­ 
dent and various government agen­ 
cies that the cutb ack is necessary 
to ward off inflation, some legis­ 
lators predicted a veto, which au­ 
tomatically would cut off the life 
of CCC, an agency principally de­ 
voted to lending funds to produc­ 
ers to finance orderly marketing 
of agricultural commodities. 
Can Override A Veto 
Others, noting yesterday's votes 
against sub sidies—160 to 32 in the 
house and 62 to 13 in the senate— 
pointed out that congress apparent­ 
ly has the two-thirds b alloting mar­ 
gin necessary to override a veto. 
Scheduled to receive the b ill to­ 
day, the President will have until 
July 12 to act. 
Meanwhile, CCC’s legal life tech­ 
nically expired at midnight. But 
it was expected to go ahead with 
its normal program pending a de­ 
cision. 
The sub sidy b an would end the 
existing price rollb ack on meats 
and b utter Aug. 1 and forb id any 
similar payments in the future. 
Eases T ransportation Costs 
Less restrictive than the original 
house measure it permits contln-

Congress Expected To Pass 


Urgent Deficiency Bill

WASHINGTON, July 1—A log 
jam of money b ills In congress left 
President 
Roosevelt 
without 
a 
nickel of emergency funds today 
for the first time in three years 
and forced many war agencies to 
operate temporarily on the cuff. 
Although b oth senate end house 
were agreed that the executive 
should start off the new fiscal year 
with at least $89,000,000 for emer­ 
gency purposes, a deadlock over 
withholding salaries of three fed­ 
eral workers b locked passage of a 
b ill making the sum availab le. 
The measure was one of half a 
dozen major b ills left stranded 
when congress adjourned ovemight 
after a futile attempt to shove 
them thmugh b efore the 1942-43 
fiscal year ended at midnight. 
The only b ig b ill cleared up a 
$71,500,000 win-the-war army sup­ 
ply measure. 
OPA, OWI, WPB Lack Funds 
Tied up in the other legislation 
were 1944 funds for the depart 
ments of agriculture and interior, 
the federal security agency and a 
group of other departments includ­ 
ing the office of price administra­ 
tion, the office of war information 
and the war production b oard. 
Except for the urgent deficiency 
b ill carrying the President’s money, 
all the other measures have pro­ 
visions validating any ob ligation In- 
-

First Of Four Units Started | ob ligation was in accordance with 
limitations in each b ill., 
Chairman Clarence Cannon (D) 
of Missouri of the house appropria­ 
tions committee contended, how­ 
ever, that, legally, none of the 
agencies depending on presidential 
funds could incur an ob ligation or 
met a payroll b ecause the validat- 


price support for domestic vege­ 
tab le oils and fats, and payments 
for sale of wheat for feeding pur­ 
poses.

Before the final passage, a pro­ 
vision prohib iting ‘K o v e r n m e n t 
agencies from deducting farm b ene­ 
fit payments In calculating agricul­ 
tural price ceilings was stricken 
out.

Loss Of 170,000 Steel Tons 


Through Crisis Reported

PITTSBURGH, July 1 — More 
thousands of hard coal miners re­ 
turned to the pits today in eastern 
Pennsylvania and a couple thous­ 
and more soft coal worker* return­ 
ed in Alab ama, reducing the num­ 
b er of idle In the nation’s mines 
to roughly around 104,000. 
Last uigfaL, Secretary of the In­ 
terior Ickes, fuel administrator. In 
charge of the mine* now under 
government control, appealed to 
coal miners everywhere not to stay 
away from their job s “on the eve 
of the greatest military camimign 
In history.” 
' 
♦ 
In western Pennsylvania’« soft 
coal fields, the return of scattered 
United Mine Workers locals was 
offset b y a drive to close all mines 
in the upper Monongahela river 
valley, heart of the steel industry’s 
metallurgical coal fields, and the 
refusal of 5,200 central Pennsyl­ 
vania miners to work last night 
despite the solid fuels administra­ 
tor’s warning that "the complaints 
of no man or group of men” could 
b e placed ab ove the nation’s mili­ 
tary goal. 
Has Lost 170,000 Tons Of Steel 
UMW District Presidents John 
P. Busarello of Pittsb urgh and 
John Hynes of Uniontown said, 
however, they b elieve the situation 
is “well in hand” and predicted an 
end b y next Tuesday of this third 
in the two-month series of work 
stoppages which, the trade pub li­ 
cation Iron Age estimated, have 
cost 
the war effort 170,000 tons 
of steel. 
Busarello and Hynes were two 
of approximately a dozen UMW 
leaders Interviewed who said they 
did not b ear the b roadcast last 
night in which Ickes said the 
miners’ wage grievance was only 
one of 
numerous complaints — 
“many of them justified”—received 
in Washington and that "each of 
these special groups tends to over­ 
look the major issue—the winning 
of the war—to the lmra« >dlate in­ 
terest of the particular group.” 
Brownsville Walkout Continues 
Approximately 200 men from a 
dozen mines which have b een shut 
down since the general walkout 
started June 20 met at Browns­ 
ville, Pa., and voted to continue 
on strike and to attempt to Induce 
miners now working in steel com­ 
pany "captive” pits to quit. 
The Crucib le Steel Co.’s mine 
at Crucib le, Pa., employing 900, 
voted to return to work today, leav­ 
ing six mines employing ab out 3,000 
idle in the 21.000-memb er district. 
Pittsb urgh district 5 reported two 
Crescent mines 
returned 
today, 
leaving nine others, with 8,000 of 
the district’s 36.000 men, idle. 
The steel industry meanwhile re­ 
opened five of 18 b last furnaces 
closed during the strike b ut three 
others shut down In Alab ama.

French Coastal Targets 
Blasted By Allied Planes

LONDON. July 1 — Enemy tar­ 
gets along the French coastal area 
were reported under attack b y 
Allied planes last night as Brit­ 
ain itself passed the seventh con­ 
secutive night without a raid. 
British Mustangs, Typhoons and 
Spitfires had a field day yester­ 
day with Axis transportation in 
France and Belgium b y shooting 
up more than 20 locomotives to 
b oost the b ag to well over 30 in 
a 24-hour period. Two planes fglled 
to return. 
A German radio b roadcast re­ 
corded b y the Associated Press 
said Red Cross trains, each carry­ 
ing 400 persons, were b eing used 
to remove m otors, children and 
old persons from that b omb -ruined 
district. 
Dispatches from Bern, Switzer­ 
land, reported that the great Allied 
air offensive has produced a seri­ 
ous b ousing shortage in the fre­ 
quently-b omb ed districts.

However, Gov, Brick er is not pinning his hopes 
on m ere internationalism to solve post-war prob­ 
lems. Unlik e the New Deal apologists who have 
been ex plaining lately that there will be no issue 
in 19 44 but foreign policy, the governor charges that 
iucce*eful foreign policy without the back ing of 
sound domestic policy is Impossible, 
"F or 10 years," he declared in an address before 
the WMsconsin Bar association last Saturday night, 
"our national administration has pursued a domestic 
policy which, a t every point, hampers and contra­ 
dicts its professed foreign policy. Ten years ago, 
we adopted certain domestic policies

based upon an America isolated from the currents 
of world affairs. . . .

Democracy Need s No Ap olog y 


V ’ OTHING gives the lie to confidence in democ- 
^ 
racy lik e Americans who feel called on to apolo­ 
gise for it. They are red-neck ed and embarrassed 
at present because the government's conduct of 
the w ar on the home front is being opened to 
criticism and change, which is clearly in Hue with 
the dem ocratic way of doing things. They literally 
w rithe in humiliation 
because their countrym en 
som etim es use their Inalienable right of free speech 
to m ak e rude and tactless remark s. They are both­ 
ered by congress, by the fact that touchy subjects 
lik e labor’s right to strik e in wartime are discussed 
openly and by the general Impression of confusion 
that the United States must be mak ing on other 
governm ents and their people. 
One gathers they would he more comfortable in 
their minds if all the country’s strains and dis­ 
locations were concealed beneath the superlfictal 
efficiency of authoritarian rule, which simply denies 
that anything ever can go wrong. They actually 
com pare the United States with Russia and even 
with Germany— where everything seems to go lik e 
clock work —as though not realizing the Impudence 
ot comparing dictatorship with democracy during 
a w ar to mak e International dictatorship impossible. 
Democracy needs no apology.

applicants and do all the paper 
work behind each one of the more 
than 3,000,000 monthly checks re­ 
quires the efforts of 10,000 work­ 
ers now. Col. Gilbert estim ates he 
will need about 1,500 more for peak 
production. They are as im portant 
as an arm ored division, for they 
have to keep up home morale. 
More than 9 0 percent of them are 
women, teen-aged lassies to gray­ 
ing m atrons. There are fewer than 
200 army officers supervising. 
Ironically, the office which han­ 
dles the m andatory family allow­ 
ances for the four lowest ranks 
(buck private to line sergeant) 
hasn’t one enlisted man on duty. 
The 
family allowances comprise 
about two-thirds of the monthly 
checks. The rest are voluntary al­ 
lotments of pay by soldiers, from 
private to general, sending more 
money to the folks back home, 
for bank deposits or for insurance.

Mrs Bryan declared 
as she placed jar after jar of appe­ 
tizing food on the tAblo for in­ 
spection the other day.

•Plugs ’ Canning Schools 
”It seems to me,” she continued, 
“the women of East Liverpool are 
missing an opportunity when they 
fall to attend the canning aohools 
sponsored by the Red Cross and 
civilian defense organizations. I l>e- 
Iteve Miss Finnie and Mias Caldara 
to be two of the finest m nning in­ 
structors possible to obtain and 
surely women should be Interested

Before the war, food rationing 
and sugar » hortagea came info be­ 
ing, Mrs. Biyan had a lot of ex tra 
pleasure from her canning besides 
the knowledge she was saving food 
and money. 
Her many friends were res'ipients 
of good things to eat. and she sent 
box es oif canned fr>od8 all over the 
country. But the war has changed 
this pleasant practice, an d 'she be­ 
lieves it will be necessary to curb 
that happiness until American wo­ 
men ran return to Lhelr normal way 
of living.

Some of the outstanding Inventions of mankind have resulted from 
necessities arising during war years, and the Napoleonic wars were 
directly reeponsible for hermetically-canned foods. 
Near the close of the 18th century the French government, offered 
a prize of 12,000 francs to the person or persons discovering how to 
preserve food for navy and army*^ 


Until that tim e the only meth­ 
ods of “canning” 
were 
drying, 
pickling, smoking and preserving 
in sugar. 
M. Nicholas Appert. a Parisian 
scientist, drawn by the glittering 
prize, began hie ex perimenting. He 
heated fruit, packed it in a glass 
bottle, corked it and boiled the 
bottle for several hours in hot 
water. 
He Couldn’t Ex plain Why 
M. Appert ix mldn’t ex plain why 
the food kept or w hat agencies 
were at work within the enclosure 
to keep the contents sweet and 
fresh. He only knew that week* 
later when he opened the bottle 
the fruit wa* as tasty as it had 
been when first bottled. 
O ther scientists. Interested by 
the dieclosures of the Frenchman, 
followed in his lead and Peter 
Durrand, an Englishman, was the 
first person to obtain a patent for 
preserving meat, fruit and veget­ 
ables in the tin can. The house­ 
wives of pre-war days owe him 
a vote of thanks for history rec­ 
ords Mr. Durrand as “father of 
the tin can”. 
But these men. great as their 
contributions were to the science 
of preserving foml, knew nothing 
about bacteria, and it remained 
for lioute Pasteur, pioneer In mod­ 
ern bacteriology, to determ ine the 
real cause of food spoilage. 
Crock s Us e d In Early Day s 
In the primitive days of this 
count IT crocks were used for home 
canning. Dozens of small, back­ 
yard potteries sprung up near the 
pioneers’ homes as the men manu­ 
factured the crude Jar* for their 
wives to fill with food. Many a 
prosperous atone and artw are pot­ 
tery today owe their ex istence fo 
a small shop built near a clay bank 
to provide canning jars for the 
neighborhood women These primi­ 
tive containers were covered with 
paper and aeallng wax . 
During 
the 
early 
1860’s 
the 
"horse and buggy ja r” was brought 
out and technically known as the 
“Mason patented glass ja r” with 
the zinc top and porcelain liner. 
A modified form of that jar Is per­ 
haps the mo6t popular in use to­ 
day by the housewives. 
The glass top Jar with the epring 
clamp, and sealed with a rubber 
ring, followed and 
recently the 
self-scaling cap with no rubbers 
and 
no wrist-breaking turns 
to 
goal It have been introduced. 
The canning Industry, 
as 
we 
know it today, had its beginning 
at the time of the Civil war when 
only the open kettle method of 
canning was used. 
Everything was preserved in this 
fashion, including 
tomatoeg and 
o t he r vegetables. Unfortunately, 
the highest possible tem perature 
obtainable in this method was 212 
degrees Fahrenheit, and bacteria 
cannot be killed successfully ad 
that low heat. 
Strange a* it may seem, modern 
canning has reverted to the mcth- 
old worked out 
by the French 
scientist more than 159 years ago. 
Today .blanching vegetables and 
fruits and cooking them In a hot 
w ater bath or by prwisure cooking 
Is considered the ultra-modern way 
of canning.

Saw Him Again 5 Hours 
A few days later I spent some 
five hours sitting next to Stalin, 
through the numerous courses of 
a state dinner which he gave for 
me; later while we all drank cof­ 
fee at little tables in another room, 
and finally through a private show­ 
ing of a motion picture of the siege 
and defense of Moscow. 
Stalin, I should Judge, Is about 
5 feet 4 or 5, and gives the ap­ 
pearance of slight stockiness.

was surprised to find how short 
he Is. but his head, his mustache, 
and his eyes are big. 
His face. In repose, is a hard 
face, and he looked tired in Sep­ 
tember—not sick, as Is so often 
reported, but desperately tired. He 
had a right to be. 
H e talks 
quietly,

at times with a simple, moving 
eloquence.

The lawmakers voted overwhelm 
lngly to insert in a bill continuing 
CCC two more years a prohibition 
against 
further 
government

penditures to push back retail food 
prices. 
Mindful of warnings of the Presi­ 
dent and various government agen­ 
cies that the cutback is necessary 
to ward off inflation, some legis­ 
lators predicted a veto, which au­ 
tomatically would cut off the life 
of CCC, an agency principally de­ 
voted to lending funds to produc­ 
ers to finance orderly marketing 
of agricultural commodities. 
Can Override A Veto 
Others, noting yesterday’s votes 
against subsidies—160 to 32 in the 
house and 62 to 13 in the senate- 
pointed out that congress apparent 
ly has the two-thirds balloting mar­ 
gin necessary to override a veto 
Scheduled to receive the bill to­ 
day, the President will have until 
July 12 to act. 
Meanwhile, CCC’s legal life tech­ 
nically expired at midnight.

health commissioner, to advise lo­ 
cal health officials regarding steps 
to be taken to check the spread 
of the venereal cases here. 
41 Rejections Revealed 
Four members of the East Liver­ 
pool draft board were called int* 
the conference to explain that 41 
young men in the local district 
have 
been rejected 
for military 
service because they 
had 
been 
found suffering from syphilis, gon­ 
orrhea or other social diseases. 
“Your health board can request 
your police department 
to 
use 
force, if necessary to bring to your 
clinic men who refuse to obey 
summons that they report regular­ 
ly for treatments,” Maj. Heering 
declared. 
Examining physicians for men 
called for selective service report 
to the draft board and the board 
of health the names and addresses 
of men who are rejected for mili­ 
tary service because of such ail­ 
ments. 
Mrs. 
Jeannette Carpenter said 
that 
she 
immediately 
contacts 
personally such men and notifies 
them to report, either to the clinic 
or to their own personal physician, 
for treatments but that the ma­ 
jority of them fail to comply.

and women who loiter about the 
streets and in taverns and restaur­ 
ants, and that he had asked the 
assistance of the police in pre­ 
venting such persons from loiter­ 
ing and soliciting. 
“Your police know men and wo­ 
men who are suffering from such 
diseases and they can keep them 
moving or charge them with dis­ 
orderly conduct and bring them

“After they are in custody they 
can be forced to take a treatment, 
but one treatment is of no use.

If I evpr did any­ 
thing wrong—I ask you to do this 
thing. Amen.” 
Arrested a short time after the 
little girl's body waa found be­ 
neath a Cincinnati freight shed, 
Treat confessed, Cincinnati police 
said. He later repudiated the state­ 
ment, waived a jury trial and was 
convicted by a three-judge court. 
Treat had been convicted of sex 
crimes on two previous occasions.

Gov. Bricker’s Stand 
G 
OV. BRICKER has m et the demand for a clear 
statem ent of bi« position on American partici­ 
pation in a post war international organization to 
preserve peace so squarely that there simply Is 
nothing further to be said. He favors American par­ 
ticipation. In an interview at the close of the gov­ 
ernor’s conference in Columbus, he said: 
“The desires of the people of the United States 
for better international relations must be imple­ 
mented in a practical and constructive way. . . . 
W hat the organization, association or methods will 
be must be, determined In the light of facts as they 
then exist.'* 
However, Gov. Bricker is not pinning his hopes 
on mere internationalism to solve post-war prob­ 
lem s, Unlike the New Deal apologists who have 
been explaining lately that there will be no Issue 
in 1944 but foreign policy, the governor charges that 
successful foreign policy without the hacking of 
sound dom estic policy Is impossible. 
“For IO years,” he declared in an address before 
the W isconsin Bar association last Saturday night, 
“our national administration has pursued a domestic 
policy which, at every point, hampers and contra­ 
dict* its professed foreign policy. Ten years ago, 
w e adopted certain dom eetic policies 
that were 
based upon an America Isolated from the currents 
of world affairs. . . . The tragic results of that 
policy 
now 
face 
us 
with 
grim 
and 
forbidding 
reality.” 
It la taking a long time for the truth to soak in, 
but the antidote tor too much Isolationism is not 
a hors* doctor’s drench of internationalism. Som e­ 
where between the point of being interested in all 
other nations and the point of taking care of our 
own interests la the place where the United States 
should take Its stand in the post war years—the 
place where Gov. Bricker already bas taken his 
stand.

Democracy Needs No Apology 


■vjOTHING give* the lie to confidence in democ- 
^ racy like Americana who feel called on to apolo­ 
gise for It. They are red-necked and embarrassed 
et present because the governm ent’s conduct of 
the war on the home front Is being opened to 
criticism and change, which is clearly in Hue with 
the democratic way of doing things. They literally 
writhe In humiliation 
because 
their countrymen 
som etim es use their Inalienable right of free speech 
to make rude end tactless remarks. They are both­ 
ered by congress, by the fact that touchy subjects 
like labor’s right to strike in wartime are discussed 
openly and by the general impression of confusion 
that the United States must be making on other 
governm ents and their people. 
One gathers they would be more comfortable in 
their minds lf all the country’s strains and dis­ 
locations were concealed beneath the superficial 
efficiency of authoritarian rule, which simply denies 
that anything ever can go wrong. They actually 
compare the United States with Russia and even 
with Germany—where everything seems to go like 
clockwork—as though not realizing the impudence 
of comparing dictatorship with democracy during 
a w ar to make International dictatorship Impossible. 
Democracy needs no apology, 
lf its processes 
sham e its own 
sensitive 
beneficiaries, or shock 
critical observers 
In 
South 
America, 
where the 
United States Is trying to make a good Impression, 
th at may be unfortunate hut It 
is inevitable. 
It 
one characteristic of democracy is more conspicu­ 
ous than the rest, it Is the fact that confusion, like 
everything else," is conducted in the open. 


IVIDED authority is at the bot­

HE “Diaper Derby” of-Chicago flat janitors now 
is history.

water for three hours. When Mrs 
Bryan opens the soup In the win­ 
ter she adds a quart of canned to- 
motoes-eelery and peppers she had 
processed and meat broth, perhaps 
some home made noodles and she 
has a complete meal. 
One of tho choice salads served 
by exclusive restaurants Is prune 
plum 
and 
cream 
cheese. 
Mrs. 
Bryan cans prune plums and makes 
the salad at home or serves the 
fruit as a desert. 
The plums are 
thoroughly washed, left whole, hut

The Jars are filled with a thin 
syrup and processed in either oven 
or hot water for 30 minutes, after 
the wafer starts to boll.

Rut these men. great aa their 
contributions were to the science 
of preserving food, knew nothing 
about bacteria, and it remained 
for Louie Pasteur, pioneer In mod 
em bacteriology, to determine the 
real cause of food spoilage. 
Crocks Used In E arly Days 
In 
the primitive days of this 
countly crocks were used for home 
canning. Dozens of small, back 
yard potteries sprung up near the 
pioneers' homes as the men manu 
lectured the crude Jara for their 
wives to fill with food. Many * 
prosperous atone and artware pot 
tory today owe their existence to 
a small shop built near a clay bank 
to provide canning jars for the 
neighborhood women These prim! 
tlve containers were covered with 
paper and sealing wax 
During 
the 
early 
1860’s 
the 
"horse and buggy jar” was brought 
out and technically known as the 
“Mason patented glass jar” with 
the sine. top and porcelain liner. 
A modified form of that jar Is per­ 
haps the moot popular in use to­ 
day by the housewives. 
The glass top Jar with the spring 
clamp, and sealed with a rubber 
ring, 
followed and 
recently the 
self-scaling cap with no rubbers 
and 
no wrist-breaking turns 
to 
seal It have been Introduced. 
The canning Industry, 
as 
we 
know It today, had its beginning 
at the time of the Civil war when 
only the open kettle method of 
canning was used. 
Everything was preserved In this 
fashion, including 
tomatoes 
and 
o t h e r vegetables. Unfortunately, 
the highest possible temperature 
obtainable In this method was 212 
degrees Fahrenheit, and bacteria 
cannot be killed successfully at 
that low heat. 
Strange ae it may seem. modern 
canning has reverted to the meth- 
old worked out 
by the French 
scientist more than 160 years ago. 
Today .blanching vegetables and 
fruits and cooking them In a bot 
water bath or by pressure cooking 
is considered the ultra-modern way 
of canning.

N Moscow I had two long talks 
with Jo sef Stalin. Much of what 
was said I am not at liberty to 
report. 
But about the man himself there 
is no reason to be cautious. 
He is 
one of the significant men of this 
generation. 
At his invitation I called on him 
one evening at 7:30. 
He appar­ 
ently has most of his conferences 
at night. 
His office was a fair­ 
sized room about 18 by 35 feet. 
Stalin and Molotov were stand­ 
ing to welcome me at the far end 
of a long oak conference table. 
They 
greeted 
me 
simply 
and 
we talked for some three hours— 
about the war, about what would 
come after, about Stalingrad and 
the front, about America’s posi­ 
tion, 
the 
relationship 
of 
Great 
Britain, 
the 
United 
States, 
and 
Russia, and about many other im­ 
portant and unimportant subjects. 
Saw Him Again 5 Hours 
A few days later I spent some 
five hours sitting next to Stalin, 
through the numerous courses of 
a state dinner which he gave for 
me; later while we all drank cof­ 
fee at little tables in another room, 
and finally through a private show­ 
ing of a motion picture of the siege 
and defense of Moscow. 
Stalin, I should Judge, Is about 
5 feet 4 or 5, and gives the ap­ 
pearance of slight stockiness. 
I 
was surprised to find how' short 
he is, but his head, his mustache, 
and his eyes are big. 
His face, in repose, is a hard 
face, and he looked tired in Sep­ 
tember—not sick, as is so often 
reported, but desperately tired. He 
had a right to be. 
He 
talks 
quietly, 
readily, 
and 
at times with a simple, moving 
eloquence. 
When he described to 
me Russia’s desperate situation as 
to 
fuel, 
transportation, 
military 
equipment, and manpower, he was 
genuinely dramatic. 
Frank About ‘Hate Propaganda' 
Stalin told he again and again 
that his propaganda was deliber­ 
ately designed to make his people 
hate the Nazis, but it was obvious 
that he himself had a certain bit­ 
ter admiration for the efficiency 
by which Hitler had transplanted 
to Germany as much as 94 percent 
of the working population 
from 
acme of the conquered Russian 
territory. 
When we talked of the cause* 


"Russia is neither going to est us nor seduce us. T h st Is— 
and this Is something for us to think about— that Is, unless our 
democratic 
Institutions and our free economy become to frail 
through abuse and failure in practice as to make us aoft and 
vulnerable." 


W hile on his world tour, of which he writes in O N E W O R LD , 
Wendell W illkie visited China. He actually saw the w ar front.

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CHAPTER 28 
WE learned soon after our a r­ 
rival 
In 
Brisbane 
th at 
the 
United 
States 
was 
fighting 
the 
Pacific w ar with only one hand, 
and that the day of the final de­ 
d u c t i o n 
of Japan's

I spent a month in Australia, 
inspecting our defenses and wait- 
In f 
for

move. 
American troops and planes were 
being piled up In the country, but 
the 
num ber 
wa* 
small—perhaps

MacArthur

able to defend Australia, let alone 
sta rt

Finally, toward the end of the 
month, the Japs m ade their move. 
They started down into th e Coral 
sea with a huge armada. It looked 
like they w ere headed for New 
Caledonia, so I flew over to New 
Zealand, then up to Fiji and to 
New Caledonia. From stories of 
American navy fliers I m et in the 
planes enroute, I got the details 
of the Coral Sea Battle—the first 
in 
history 
between aircraft car­ 
riers and Japan's first decisive de­ 
feat. 
As a result of the battle, the 
pressure was off New Caledonia. 
It looked as lf the initiative was 
passing to the United States. But 
there were no more land fronts 
in the Pacific, and lf any fighting 
was to be done, it was up to our 
navy to do it. 
Is Accredited To Fleet 
I flew on up to Pearl Harbor 
to get accredited to the fleet. It 
seemed 
as 
if 
the 
plane 
would 
never reach 
Honolulu. For 
four 
hours I aet In the bombardier’s 
place In the nose of the PB2Y2. 
watching 
for 
the 
Hawaiian 
Is­ 
lands until my eyes ached. When 
we finally sighted Oahu I didn’t 
recognize it until we swung over 
Maili 
beach, 
bounced 
over 
the 
m arine airfield at Ewa and set­ 
tled down on the waters of Pearl 
Harbor. It had taken me 
seven 
m onths 
to make 
the 
trip 
from 
Shanghai to Honolulu. 
I 
telephoned 
my 
wife 
and 
apologized for being a little late 
getting hack and w-ould 
she ex­ 
cuse it please? She would. 
I found that she was working 
at 
an 
airfield; 
and 
that 
was 
only 
one of 
the 
many 
changes 
brought 
to 
the 
Island* 
by 
the 
Japanese attack 
six m onths 
be­ 
fore. All the civilians not in army 
and navy uniform were at work, 
b u i l d i n g airfields, repairing ship*, 
constructing 
docks; 
or 
serving 
in 
hospitals, acting 
as air raid 
wardens, 
or 
helping 
the 
lied 
Cross. 
Everybody carried 
a 
ga* 
mask. The blackout 
was etrlctly 
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and seriously 
enforced, and you 
had 
to have a pass to go out­ 
doors after curfew hour. 
Civilians were allowed only IO 
gallons of gasoline a m onth and 
one quart of liquor a week. Bars 
and 
restau ran ts 
closed 
several 
hours 
before 
sundown. 
There 
were 
shortages 
of 
milk, 
eggs, 
meat, and vegetable* as all the 
island 
products 
went 
to 
the 
armed forces. 
P earl H arbor still showed signs 
of the bombing. The ancient tar­ 
get ship Utah was lying on the 
bottom of the western shore of 
Ford island. The Oklahoma, on its 
side with part of its hull looming 
out of the water, lay ahead of the 
Arizona, which had gone straight 
down after a bomb exploded its 
magazine. The W est Virginia was 
being gradually raised. 
Another battleship was in dry- 
dock 
after 
being 
salvaged, 
and 
still 
others 
had 
already 
been 
patched up and taken to the P a­ 
cific coast for repairs. 
Most of the scars of battle had 
been removed from the Kaneohe 
naval air station, across the island 
from Pearl Harbor. 
At Kaneohe 
Japanese 
bombers 
deliberately 
ignored two empty 
hangars and 
laid 
their 
bombers 
squarely on 
a third, destroying at one 
blow 
most of our navy patrol planes 
abd 
killing 
many 
men. 
That 
showed that the Japanese had ex­ 
cellent espionage. 
But as great as the debacle at 
Pearl Harbor had been, as stag­ 
gering the loss of life, I soon be­ 
came convinced that the Japanese 
had lost their great chance to win 
the w ar in those three flaming, 
terrible hours on Bec. 7. The mis­ 
take that they had made was al­ 
most inconceivable. 
Far 
more 
than 
our 
own 
ad­ 
mirals they had realized the sig­ 
nificance of air power. Their pri­ 
mary targets on Dec. 7 were un­ 
doubtedly 
our 
aircraft 
carrier*. 
Through sheer good fortune our 
aircraft 
carriers 
were 
not 
in 
Pearl Harbor at the time of the 
attack. If, instead of hitting the 
battleships, 
the Japs 
had 
aimed 
their bombs and torpedoes a t the 
docks, shops, oil tanks and shore 
installations in Pearl Harbor, the 
entire course of the war would 
have been changed. 
Could Have Hit Hard 
They could easily have knocked 
out Fearl H arbor as a sea base, 
forcing our navy back, to the P a­ 
cific coast. 
The men that we lost at Pearl 
Harbor 
were 
m artyrs 
to 
unpre­ 
paredness. 
The 
battleships 
that 
we lost there were ready for the 
scrap pile before they were ever 
hit 
by 
a Japanese 
bomb. 
They 
were too slow for modern war. 
The battleship had had its day. 
No battleship that escaped dam ­ 
age at 
Pearl 
Harbor, 
no battle­ 
ship that was damaged there and

Even officers who srood on the 
decks of near-by ships at Fearl 
Harbor and watched the Japanese 
dive bombers and torpedo planes 
blow* tip the Arizona, thought that 
there m ust be some mistake. 
Even while they w’ere shooting 
at 
the planes 
they couldn't 
be­ 
lieve It. One officer who wa* on 
duty In the engine room of an 
undamaged ship came up on deck 
an hour after the attack and re­ 
marked, 
“ Hey. 
these 
maneuvers 
are getting pretty rough!" A rthur 
fi. Hod gins, a doctor w’ho lives at 
Pear! City, adjacent to the har­ 
bor. drove into Honolulu past the

PECIAL' mailing instructions concerning letters for prisoners of 
m r and detained or interned civilians were received today by 
Postmaster Ralph C. Benedum, who cautioned East Liverpool citizens 
to attach the correct information when writing such correspondence 
Tho five-point list of instructions, which was received from the 
postoffice departm ent a t Washing-d*

ton, contains the following data: 
1.—Jitters 
mailed 
by 
or 
ad­ 
dressed to prisoners of war and 
detained or interned civilians are 
exempt from all postal charges and 
ars acceptable for mailing even 
though the regular mall service to 
the country of destination may be 
suspended. 
The same is true of correspond 
snce concerning prisoners of war 
mailed by or addressed to prison­ 
ers 
of 
war 
Information 
offices 
which may be established in belli­ 
gerent or neutral countries. 
Belligerents 
received 
and 
in­ 
terned in a'neutral country are 
assimilated to prisoners of war 
properly so called insofar aa the 
application of the free postage pro­ 
visions

concerned. 
Articles 
frse from postage are not entitled 
to registration or air mail service.

2.—All prisoner of war communi­ 
cations are subject to censorship.

3.—Letters should not he mailed 
to a prisoner of war or civilian In­ 
ternee until the Individual’s name 
is released officially.

structions from the office of the 
provost marshal general, war de­ 
partment, as to how to address the 
prisoner or internee.
